Abeokuta stands on the Ovee river, in lati- 
tude 7 deg. 8 min. north. itis the capital of 
the Yariba country, lying contiguous on the 
castward. to Dahomey , and about 140 miles 
eastward of Liberia in nearly the same Jati- 
tude! Abeokuta.is 50 mi'es from Badagry, 
aud about the same distance frem Lagos, in 
the Bight of Benin, where Ciapperton, and 
both the Landers, landed on their exploring 
expeditions to the river Niger. The inhav- 
uawts of this kinghom are called. Yombas. 

The. city of Abeokuta is about eleven
